First ‘Lap to Liberty 


In Produce Wagon 

Earl Carroll will begin his first 
lap to freedom today in a loaded 
produee truck. 

He will be transported from the 
federal penitentiary honor farm to 
the prison proper, a distance of 10 
miles, in the prison truck which 
daily hauls products of the farm 
to the penitentiary kitchens. 

Seated with the driver, his ride 
will be to the accompaniment of 
rattling milk and sorghum cans, 
packed beside piles of vegetables 
and other produce. 

It was recalled Wednesday night 
that when he first went to the 
farm as librarian two months 
ago, Carroll was taken in the 
prison captain's automobile. War- 
den John W. Snook said, how- 
ever, that he would return “the 
usual way,” which means the pro- 
duce truck, for it is the prison’s 
only official means of transporta- 
tion at the farm. 

Carroll must go to the warden’s 
office within the prison, where all 
formalities are concluded, before 
his release.

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In Fire Series 


Vigorous investigation of suspected 
incendiarism in a series of fires in
